Vary nearly two-thirds of the entire 
strategic reserve of the German army 
has now been thrown into the fierce 
apd vigurously continued attack, says 
Tamilton Fyfe, on Tuesday afternoon. 
This German reserve consisted of 85 
divisions {possibly 1,275,000 men) out 
of the total number, now reaching not 
far short of 200 (possibly 8,000,000 
men), which they have upon the Wes- 
tern front. After the first day 33 of 
these. were put into the battle. On 
the third day another 21 are known 
to have taken their places in the line, 
Since then they must have drawn 
upon the-reserve for a few divisions 
more.
